Summary of reasons for decision: 

One excision is required to the sexually explicit feature. Scene four makes a spectacle of a much 
older man engaged in abusive and controlling treatment of two young women. The man's attitude 
is contemptuous and dismissive. He shows no consideration for the womens' pleasure, safety or 
comfort. The impression of the scene as a whole is that young women are freely available to be 
subjected to any type of sexual conduct and behaviour in order to sexually satisfy men. This 
scene strongly degrades, dehumanises and demeans the women involved and encourages the 
viewer to become sexually aroused by their degradation and contemptuous treatment. 

In this instance the distributor declined to make the required excision and therefore the DVD is 
classified as objectionable. This classification is an absolute limitation on the right to freedom of 
expression contained in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 but in this case it is reasonable 
and demonstrably justified in order to prevent the likelihood of injury to the public good.
